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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed 4/1 1/05. 

2. The Amendment filed 4/1 1/05 successfully overcomes the rejections set forth in 
paragraphs 3, 4 and 6 of the Office Action mailed 1/10/05. Accordingly, these rejections 
are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 38 recites the limitation "the black matrix layer" in line 2. There is 

insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 27, 31 , 32 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US 2004/075798 to Inoue et al. (Inoue) for the reasons of record as set 
forth in paragraph 2 of the Office Action mailed 7/13/04, and as further discussed below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 33-35 and 39-46 are allowed. 

6. Claim 38 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the rejection over Inoue, Applicant argues that while the 
applied reference shows the spacer 52 formed on the black matrix BM, there is no black 
matrix BM formed under the protrusion 20 [see Figure 18d], therefore Inoue fails to 
disclose or suggest the limitation "wherein the protrusion overlaps the black matrix 
layer". However, while the cross-section shown in Figure 18d does not show the 
protrusion 20 formed over the black matrix, Inoue discloses that when viewed from 
above (for example, see Figures 1 , 3 and 6), the protrusion 20 crosses from one pixel to 
the next, thereby overlapping the black matrix provided between the pixels.
